IN THE CONTEST BETWEEN TILDEN AND HAN- 

COCK.

Cincinnati, June 23, 12 midnight.—It 
has developed to-night that the New York 
delegation is discussing the propriety of 
voting for Hancock in the morning, and 
closing the fight by a sharp stampede to 
the soldier statesman. It is hardly possible 
that this break will be made, but the Han- 
cock headquarters —~ are ablaze with 
light and noisy «with © speech- 
making to-night. Mr. Small is 


now circulating through the crowded 


rooms and will wire for the claim of the 
Hancock men. General DuBose who voted 


charges which are the stock in trade of the 
bloody-shirt republicans. At the present 
writing he is by all odds the leading man 
in the race, and a canvass of the delegations 
indicate this. His vote to-morrow will run 
on the first ballot taken to nearly, if not a 
majority. Georgia is disposed to go to 
him in force, The leading delegates 
from our state believe that he 
can be carried better than any 
man presented, and it would not surprise 
me to see them vote for him as a unit upon 
the next ballot after to-morrow’s first. He 
is the undoubted second choice of those who 
are now voting for Bayard, Our senators 
both believe that his nomination is a possi- 
bility early to-morrow, and that he and 
Morrison, McDonald or Thurman would 
sweep the field and put Garfield to the in- 
quisy as to whether he had ever been a can- 
date in the election. 

The Bayard béom, it is thought, received 
its quietus to-day when Hampton seconded 
the nomination. Putting Bayard’s Dover 
speech and Hampton’s indorsement to- 
gether, the delegates of doubtful states are 


afraid to go to Bayard, lest the sectional 


issue may defeat the ticket. Bayard has 
about all the votes he can expect unless 
Ohioor New York should take him up, 
which is not at all probable in any event. 

. Payne and Tilden are out of the question. 
The idea prevails too generally and deeply 
that they are one and that Payne’s failure 
will bring Tilden to the front. While 
Tilden is not antagonized, his chances of 
successare discounted by all the facts known. 
New York is now in consultation. The 
delegation has decided, I learn, to vote 
once more for Payne. It is said that on this 
account thirty delegates will ask the con- 
vention to release them from the unit rule 
so they may cast that many for Hancock. 
Tammany men say they will take Hancock 
with a whoop. I am told that Tilden has 
been consulted by wire and has responded 
that he would prefer to see a call of states on 
the names of English, of Connecticut, and 
Randall, Payne being out of the way. In con- 
sequence it is said that Whitney has deci- 
ded that Payne shall be withdrawn after 
the first ballot to-morrow, and the above 
names tried in succession, but*if 30 bolt 
the unit rule, Payne, English and Randall 


will go by the board together. 


Mr. Tilden adds, as reported, that the 
nomination of Hancock wiil not be unwel- 
come to him as he is a patriotic soldier and 
statesman. It is also reported that Thur- 
manis tobe withdrawn by his friends. 
The division in the Ohio. delegation and 
the fact that Hancock gained 15 in that 
delegation, is disastrous to him New York 
says it can’t stand by a man whose own

The same feeling prevails as to 
Field whose boom goes to pieces 
through his failure to carry the Pacific 
slope.

Yesterday’s proceedings of the demo- 
cratic national convention, were like 
those of the day before—merely prelim- 
inary. Even the single ballot itself was 
of a preliminary nature.

The market must, of course, be 
chiefly found in Europe, and this fact 
leads us to inquire after the wheat out- 
look in the various countries that will 
need our wheat just in proportion as 
their own production falls short of their 
own consumption. We give below the 
substance of the latest reports that have 
come to hand: 

- In England, says the London Miller of 
the 7th instant, cloudy, damp and cool 
weather has succeeded to the east wind 
and hot sun of the end of May. There 
has been rain enough for the land in 
most districts, the midlands, at Worces- 
ter, getting a downpour during the show 
of the Bath and West of England society 
to spoil the first two days of the exhibi- 
tion. Generally the rainfall has been 
satisfactorily fine, soft and continuous, 
and has greatly improved agricultural 
prospects. It is not now difficult to find 
a wheat ear in the southwest of England, 
butin the home counties it remains a 
rarity on the 7th of June, 1880. Favora- 
ble weather may still give a harvest.at 
an average date, but this cannot be an 
early one, as is the case in Spain. The 
latter country is expecting a good as well 
as an early yield. 

In the north and west of France the 
wheat is coming into ear; in the south 
and center into bloom. The weather is, 
on the whole, favorable. There has been 
a sufficiency of rain for stimulating 
growth, while its fall has been so gentle 
and dewy that no injury has been done 
in falling. The root and grass crops want 
still more moisture, and the whole coun- 
try would benefit by a higher tempera- 
ture. Still, things are going on well asa 
rule, and French farmers are a great deal 
more hopeful now than they were a year 
ago. 
Holland, Belgium, Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary all speak well of their har- 
vest prospects. In Algeria wheat-cut- 
ting has commenced, and it is expected 
that the present week will see the sickle 
amid the corn fields of Andalusia and 
Sicily. 

In Russia last year’s wheat is held very 
firmly for comparatively high prices. 
Harvest prospects are not very good in 
the north, but Poland and all southern 
and central Russia have been visited by 
rains which have been both mild and 
copious, and therefore give rise to the 
best anticipations for the growing crops. 
Eight wheat-laden ships have passed the 
Dardanelles, and of these seven had 
Marseilles for their destination. 


Insanity im Marder Trials. 

The Currie case should drive the in- 
sanity dodge outofthe courts. The Tex- 
as bully had beey drinking some, but his 
railroad associates, who saw him just be- 
fore he shot down one man and despe- 
rately wounded another, say that he was 
in his right mind—thathe knew what he 
was doing. He went into a restaurant 
and grossly insulted a lady. Her two 
companions, in endeavoring to protect 
her from further insult, were shot down 
by the half-drunken brute. He had 
sense enough te know that they were 
unarmed. He had sense enough to/| 
carry out his diabolical scheme with 
coolness and dispatch; and as soon as he 
was acquitted, he had sense enough to 
go off with his brother to. another state. 
The trial was supremely ridiculous and 
supremely disgusting. Aside from the 
nature of public sentimént on the gener- 
al subject, the great fault is found in the 
use of the insanity dodge as an excuse to 
justify a corrupt or maudlin jury in 
bringing in a verdict of acquittal. It was 
not even claimed on the trial that Currie 
was subject to insanity—that he had 
ever before been insane or that any 
member of his family had been in that un- 
fortunate mental condition; it}was simply 
set up that whisky had made him insane 
for the moment—the particular moment 
being when he decided toshoot down two 
unarmed strangers who were engaged in 
protecting a lady that the bully was in- 
sulting. This is carrying the insanity 
business to its logical limits. As inter- 


| preted now it means that any person who 


has money or influential friends can 
be acquitted if he can prove that he had 
been drinking rather too freely of whisky. 
Murderisthusrendered safeand easy. No 
law, it is true, either of this country or of 
England, sanctions any such theory; but 
through the needs of influential mur- 
derers it is in a fair way to be incorpo- 
rated in our unwritten law. : 

It the vicious insanity idea is to be 
eradicated from our criminal jurispru- 
dence, there must be a change in public 
sentiment on the subject—a change so 
strong that no member of the honored 
medical profession will go upon the stand 
to swear a man. crazy when every other 
man knows he is sane—so strong that 
men who are called upon to serve 
as jurors will have more _ regard 
for their oaths than for any maudlin 
sympathy that may be lurking about—so 
strong that the welfare of the community 
will not be lost sight of in eloquent and 
artful appeals in favor of a prisoner. 
Currie was sane enough to take charge 
of a locomotive before he shot down 
Porter and Bari ymore; he is sane enough 
now to go about the country.

The. Richmond and Danville railroad, ex- 
tending from Richmond southwesterly to 
Danville, near the North Carolina line, from 
the date ofits completion has constituted 
thé central and controlling artery of the 
south Atlantic system. Tosecure control 
of this line, as the basis of the new scheme, 
was the first step fn bringing about the de- 
sired combination. A controlling interest 
of the Richmond and Danville line was 
4 owned by the Pennsylvania railroad, and it 
so happened that about: as the plans of the 
syndicate began to take shape the Pennsyl- 
vania peopie purchased the Charlotte, 
Columbia and Augusta railroad, which 
extends from Charlotte, North Carolina, 
across to Augusta, Georgia. This done, the 
syndicate set about purchasing ail the in- 
terests of the Pennsy!vania railroad south 
of Richmond. This company held 24,000 
shares of the Richmond and Danville road, 
a controlling interest. These were pur- 
chased and a transfer effected to the syndi- 
cate, thecontract having been closed on June 
ist. The willingnessof the Pennsylvania peo- 
ple to relinquish their control sprang froma 
desire to confine the company’s direct opera- 
tions hereafter to points north of the “’o- 
tomac. Along with the main line of their 
purchased road the syndicate secured con- 
trol of the Danviile company’s leased lines 
and tributaries, comprising the Charlotte, 
Columbia and Augusta, referred to above, 
the Piedmont, running from Danville to 
Greensboro, North Carolina, and the North 
Carolina railroad from Goldsborough to 
Charlotte. Thus was secured the key to a 
very important system of rail transporta- 
tion, and via the Richmond and York 
River line from Richmond, a rail and water 
route under the control of the Messrs. 
Civde, the way was open to tide water. 
A controlling interest in the Greenville and 
Columbia railroad of South Carolina was 
then purchased, and an agreement entered 
into whereby the Western North Carolina 
road is to be speedily completed by way of 
Asheville to Paint Rock, Tennessee, with 
the resultof making a through connection 
with the system of roads west of the moun- 
tains. Connection is to be made with the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road at Morristown, and a cordial under- 
standing is reported to have been made with 
this road whereby a good portion of the 
traffic which formerly sought the 
Eastern and Northern raijroad, via 
Bristol, Tennessee, willin the future pass 
through the mountains of North Carolina, 
and go northward to Richmond over the 
Danville route. And, in consideration of 
this advantage, the Tennessee road named 
is to cause to be constructed at the earliest 
date possible a short and direct connection 
westward with the Cincinnati Southern 
road. The connection through the moun- 
tains of North Carolina will constitute the 
shortest practical route between the north- 
west and the states of the southern sea- 
board. The combination hasdirect connec- 
tion with Atlanta, Georgia and the south- 


Line, whose interests are necessarily bound 
up with those of the syndicate. 

Such is the gigantic enterprise which 

seems assured of success. A reporter of 
THe Constitution called on Colonel G J. 
Foreacre,. general manager of the Atlanta 
and Charlotte Air-Line,yésterday and asked 
his opinion of the combination and how it 
affected his line. He says the Air-Line is 
no part of any combination, and does not 
contemplate becoming so. It is the Short 
line which the new combination will use, 
and it will co-operate with it heartily, as 
their interests are identical. Colonel lore- 
acre is very much in hope that the proposed 
line from Afton, Va., across the mountains 
of North Carolina to Toccoa, on the Air- 
Line, will be built. He says that he has re- 
cently heard that the survey of the line will 
be pushed ahead without delay and the 
construction be completed as quickly as 
possible It is said that. Scotch capital is 
pushing the enterprise. The proposed line 
would, in the opinion of Colonel Foreacre, 
be of great advantage to Atlanta. 
As to the combination referred to, in the 
ge of some, it will not materially 
affect the interests of Atlanta, but it is im- 
possible that it should 21 yo them. The 
Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line may be very 
mt.ch benefited. Nearly all the leading 
southern lines are now systematized into 
great combinations.

Bradliaugh Ejected from Parliament 
by Force, 


Lonpon, June 23.—The house of commons 
to-day is crowded. Mr. Bradlaugh pre- 
sented himself at the table. The speaker 
informed him that in consequence of a reso- 


lution of the house yesterday, he must re- 
tire. Mr. Bradlaugh wished to address the 
speaker. The opposition ‘tried ‘withdraw,’ 

The speaker informed Mr. Bradlaugh that 
he must withdraw. Mr. Labouchere moved 
that Mr. Bradiaugh be heard atthe bar. This 
resolution was agreed to, Mr. Bradlaugh elo- 
quently combatted the resulution arrived at 
against him. He saaid it wasfunprecedented 
to condemn any one unheard. He argued 
against being accused of atheism and said 
he would not forego either his opinions or 
his claims to hisseat. The house might af- 
terward expel him, but until he had taken 
his seat it has no jurisdiction over him. The 
house cannot override the law which ver- 
mits him to take the oath. If an appeal 
should be necessary, as he hopes it will not 
be, it must be made. Heasked the house to 
give him justiee which the judges would 
give him if appealed to. He was loudly 
cheered. 

The speaker asked whether Mr. Brad- 
laugh should be calied in to hear the pleas- 
ure of the house: e 

Sir Stafford Northcote and Premier Glad- 
stone both thought that as yet no case 
had arisen. The latter thought that last 
night’s resolution was illegal, but submit- 
ted to it as the decision of the bouse. 

Mr. Labouchere asked leave to move that 
Mr. Bradlaugh be allowed to take the 
oath. This was ruled out of order. 
A subsequent motion of Mr. Labouchere 
to rescind last night’s resolution is now 
under discussion, 

2:40 p.m.—Mr. Labouchere, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Gladstone, withdrew his mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Bradlaugh having been called in, ad- 
vanced to the table and was informed by 
the speaker of the decision of the house and 
was requested to withdraw. Mr. Bradlaugh 
twice respectfully refused to withdraw. 

Sir Stafford Northcote moved that the 
speaker be authorized to enforce his with- 
drawal. The house is now divided on this 
motion, whilst Mr. Bradlaugh is standing 
at the table. 

Sir Stafford Northcote’s motion 
adopted by a vote of 326 to 38. 

Mr. Bradlaugh refused positively to obey. 
He was thereupon removed beyond the bar. 
He returned twice, declaring that the house 
has no right to exclude him; that it can 
only imprison him. 

Sir Stafford Northcote moved that Mr. 
Bradlaugh, having refused to obey the deci- 
sion of the house, be giyen into the custo- 
dy of the sergeant-at-arins. 

Mr. Gladstone, seeing no other means of 
giving effect to last night’s resolution, sec- 
onded the motion of Sir Stafford Northcote 
that Mr. Bradlaugh be given into the cus- 
tody.of the sergeant-at-arms, It was then 
adopted by a vote of 274 to 1.
